Port and Dock (Amendment) Regulations, 1988, 
made by the Board of Trustees of Cochin Port in 
exercise of the powers conferred on them by Section 
123 of the said Act and Published in the Kerala 
Government Gazette dated 12th July, 1988 and 26th 
July, 1988 as detailed in the schedule annexed to 
this Notification.

1. (i) Short Title.—These Regulations may be 
called “the Cochin Port and Dock Amendment Re¬ 
gulations, 1988.” 

(ii) Commencement.—They shall come into force 
on the date of their final publication in the official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Cochin Port and Dock Regulations, 1975, 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Regulations) the 
existing regulation 17 shall be substituted by the 
following :— 

“17. Vessels lying outside the channel to be 
moved.—A vessel lying at the outer roads 
near the entrance channel shall be removed 
by the master or owner if and when re¬ 
quired by the Deputy Conservator. Such 
removal should be effected within one hour 
on receipt of order of the Deputy Conser¬ 
vator. However this time limit may be re¬ 
laxed by the Deputy Conservator in excep¬ 
tional cases after recording in writing the 
reason foi doing so. Should such removal 
not be effected promptly within one hour 
or such further time limit as allowed by 
the Deputy Conservator it shall be carried 
out under the orders and directions of the 
Deputy Conservator at the risk and ex¬ 
pense of the master or owner of such 
vessel”. 

3. In the said Regulations, the existing Regulation 
23 shall be substituted by the following' :— 

“23. Vessels to be in charge of competent per¬ 
sons.—During such time a vessel remains 
in Port the master or owner or a responsi¬ 
ble Dock officer not below the rank of 3rd 
Officer shall be incharge of the vessel and 
sufficient crew shall always to be on board 
and the officcr-in-charge shall superintend 
and direct the carrying out of all duties in 
connection with the vessel or loading or 
unloading her cargo. In case of such officer 
in charge of a vessel is not a holder of cer¬ 
tificate of competency the master of the 
vessel shall be responsible for his action”. 
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4, Tn the said Regulations, the existing sub-regula¬ 
tions 10 (iv) of Regulation 107, shall be substituted 
by the following :— 


“107-10 (iv).—The Chief Inspector of Explo¬ 
sives may be written order grant exemption 
in any particular case from the provisions 
of sub-rcg'ulation 10 (i) if he is satisfied 
that any means other than armoured hose 
system will ensure mechanically and elec¬ 
trically leak proof continuity.” 


5. In the said Regulations the existing 



135 shall be substituted by the following :— 

“135. Board not bound to find storage space for 
goods.—The Board shall • have the right 
not to accept any goods damaged during 
transit etc, and goods the storage of which 
shall affect the interest of the port in any 
manner for storage either m their godown 
or in open. Hazardousc|poisonousjinflam- 
mable cargo shall be permitted to be stored 
only at places earmarked for such purposes.
